JE. SMITH’S NAME 
FORGED TO CHECKS 


» Head of Waterways Asocia- 
- Who Trusted Em- 
ploye Many Years, to 
Stand $3100 of Loss. 


Ralph M. Johnston, director of 
publicity of the Mississippi Val'ey 
Association, has not been at the 
association offices in the Chamber 
of Commerce Building since Sept. 
5, and auditors have discovered a 
shortage of $9000 in its funds. 

James E. Smith, president of the 


association, whose protege Jorn- 
ston was, has looked at 10 checks 
totaling $4400 and has said that 
five totaling $1300 bore his forged 
signature and that five others, to- 
taling $3100 bear his genuine s‘g- 
nature but were unautherized by 
him. All the checks were made 
payable to Johnston, whose sa ary 
was $6000 a year 

Smith has insisted on repayilg 
$3100 to the association, saying 
that was his penalty for his “:xbid- 
He now 
says that, if Johnston is founi, he 
will prosecute him under whatever 
charges are justified. 

Friends of Johnston say he lost 
money in betting on horse _ races, 
being tipped by professional 
‘touts’ and boasting he played 
“only on inside information.” 

The Mississippi Valley Associa- 
tion, having membership in 25 
states regarded as forming 
Mississippi River basin, is the 
backbone of the movement for the 
development of the nation’s in- 
land waterways. 

Says He Admitted Shortage. 

Cleveland A. Newton, former 
congressional leader in the water- 
ways movement, who is counse)] for 
the association, said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that last 
August a friend of Johnston visited 
him and said Johnston was short 
in his accounts and that later 
Johnston himself came and admit- 
ted a shortage, estimating it at 
$8000. If the fact were not dis- 
closed, Newton said Johnston told 
him, he would be able to find em- 
ployment on a newspaper and 
would endeavor to make restitu- 
tion. At the same time, Newton 
related, Johfston said that while 
he was short about $8000, the as- 
sociation in reality owed him 
"$50,000 for the trouble it had 
caused him.” 

Newton could not explain what 
Johnston meant. Other friends, 
however, have known that John- 
ston felt he had not been advanced 
in position or salary in the associa- 
on in a measure commensurate 
With his services. Johnston had 
been with the association in its 
early struggling days and felt that 
e had helped, with James E. 
Smith, in founding the prestige 
and influence which the associa- 
on later achieved. 

Part of Special Fund Gone. 

After Johnston's visit, Newton 
caused the audit now completed. 
The shortage is in a fund apart 
from the associatiun’s regular 
funds and held as a sort of trust 
by President Smith. For many 
years, particularly when the water- 
Ways movement had difficulty in 
obtaining the modest sums it need- 
ed to carry on, Smith would go to 
his personal friends of wealth in 
St. Louis and obtain contributions, 
hot so much to 
Movement. but because “Jim” 
Smith asked them. In later years, 
Smith continued to make those col- 
lections and to keep them in a fund 
on which he drew to supply the St. 
Louis quota of the association's 
budget. 

Johnston, as a sort of personal 
secretary to Smith, often made dis- 
bursements from the fund. Smith 
fannot now explain how his genu- 
ine signature came to be attached 
to checks which he had not author- 
ed, particularly personal checks 
made payable to Johnston. 

$1700 Fund Never Deposited. 

Newton said Johnston had been 
iN possession of $1700 collected as a 
Special fund to defray the cost of a 
recent banquet of the association 
in St. Louis. Auditors have discov- 
fred, he said, that the expenses 
Were paid from the trust fund and 
that the cash never was deposited 
%© the credit either of the associa- 
tion or the trust fund. 

The disclosure as to Johnston 
also has «revealed that Smith re- 
cently had.sent out letters resign-

Gov. Alfred E. Smith held up d2- 
parture of his special train today 
to play a game of checkers with a 
war veteran at the Veterans’ Hos- 
pital near Fort Snelling. 

Before departing at noon for 
Milwaukee, where he _ speaks to- 
morrow night, the Governor visited 
patients at the hospital and there 
espied Patrick Meehan and Charles 
Mickel in a game of checkers. Aft- 
er watching the latter win, the 
Governor said: 

“Get out. You lost, Pat. I'll 
play the champion.” 

Mickel got an early advantage, 
capturing three of the Governor's 
men, including a king, in one 
move, while his distinguished op- 
ponent voiced his disgust in his 
own playing. 

But in a few minutes the Gov- 
ernor had turned the tables, did 
some even more effective jumping 
himself while cameras clicked, and 


wound up victor when his four re- 


maining men cornered Mickel’s 
single survivor. 

While Gov. Smith was visiting 
the veterans, Mrs. Smith called on 
R. T. O’Connor, at St. . Joseph’s 
Hospital, where the once national 
figure in Democratic politics has 
lain ill for nearly three years. She 
brought an autographed portait of 
the Governor. 

“Tell the Governor I'll see him 
in Washington,” said O°Connor. 
“He'll win by a landslide, and by 
that I mean the Northwest, too. 
I’m not excluding North Dakota 
and Minnesota, either.” 

The Democratic presidential] 
nominee will spend tonight and to- 
morrow night in the Wisconsin 
city, departing Sunday for Rochest- 
er, N. Y., where on Monday he will 
attend and address the New York 
State Democratic convention.

CROWD WITH AL 
FROM THE FIRST

ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 28.—Al 
Smith had’ his crowd last night. 
Before the largest and by far the 
most enthusiastic gathering he has 
faced during his Western cam- 
paign, he made the most effective 
speech of his trip. The crowd 
filled every available inch of the 
St. Paul City Auditorium. 

It was Al Smith—decidedly Al— 
who spoke. New York political 
reporters who have been through 
his State campaigns said that the 
speech was more like his New 
York efforts on the stump than any 
other address during his tour. 

Smith was just getting well under 
way when the lights went out and 
the hall was thrown into complete 
darkness. There was a tense mo- 
ment of silence, broken by several] 
tries of “Go on, Al.” Smith waited 
without speaking. Another mo- 
ment and the lights came on. “A 
fuse blew out,” said Smith, as if 
to quiet any apprehension che 
crowd may have felt, and resumed 
his speech. In a few seconds tie 
hall again was darkened, but again 
only for a moment. Accid2ntal 
opening of a power circuit was tne 
explanation given today by offi- 
cilals for failure of the lights in 
the auditorium for a few morcents 
during Smith's address. 

The crowd was with him from 
the first grin and the first wave 
of the brown derby. Sensing its 
approval, he cut loose. He was 
stern, he was playful, he was in- 
dignant, he was sarcastic, and to 
each of his moods the crowd re- 
sponded. He played on it as he 
willed. This, for the first time on 
the trip, was completely the Al 
Smith that the country has read 
about. 

Subjects of His Speech. 

He spoke on the farm problem, 
inland waterways and immigration, 
and his audience cheered nearly 
everything he said. He might 
heave recited the alphabet last 
night and got away with it. 

His language was more colio- 
quial than in any of his other

A vote of 300,000 or more, it 
now &ppears, will be divided be- 
tween Hoover and Smith in  S8t. 
Louis, in the election of Nov. 6. 
This will be 30,000 more than the 
vote which was divided between 
Harding and Cox in the 1920 elec- 
tion, when the largest vote of rec- 
ord thus far was cast in St. Louis. 
It will be 134,000 more than the 
vote which Reed and Brewster di- 
vided in the senatorial election of 
1922, and 120,000 more than the 
vote which Hawes and Williams 
divided in 1926. 

Unofficial figures on the four- 
day registration ending last night, 
which are subject to possible heavy 
sarinkage in the official compi- 
lation, show a total of 362,847. 
The clerks’ canvass, which began 
today, will result in removing some 
names, and the official count is 
likely to disclose errors in the un- 
official returns from som? pre- 
cincts, where it may appear that 
two-day totals were set down as 
the figures for one day. 

Making large allowance for this 
shrinkage, the final official regis- 
tration seems certain to exce2d 
350,000. The question then re- 
mains, what part of those regis- 
tered will actually vote. The great 
interest shown in the registration 
indicates the percentage 
high. The highest on record here 
is 89 per cent, in the 1920 election. 


Vote of 311,500 Possible. 

An 89 per cent vote of a 350,000 
registration would be 311,500. Al- 
lowing 11,500 for the minor party 
vote, this will leave 300,000 to be 
divided between the two major 
presidential candidates. 

In figuring on the distribution 
of this unprecedented vote, the wet 
and dry issue is the chief factor of 
speculation. That issue is clearly 
drawn between Hoov r and Smith. 
It was not drawn between Harding 
and Cox in 1920, or between Cool- 
idge and his opponents in i924. 
Therefore, the figures in those 
elections, which show a ‘*>* vy Re- 
publican majority in the St. Louis 
yote, are of questionable valle now. 
Harding carried the city by &7,000 
in a total of 270,000 for him and 
Cox; Coolidge carried the c‘ty by 
15.000 over Davis and LaFollctte 
combined, in a total of 264,000. 

In the senatorial elections of 
1922 and 1926, the wet -nd dry 
issue figured. In 1922, Senator 
Reed (Dem.), with the suppcrt of 
the wet vote, carried St. Louis by 
44,000 over Brewster (Rep), in a 
total vote of 165,000 for the two. 
In 1926, Hawes, also with wet sup- 
port, broke even with Williams 
(Rep.), having a lead of 89 votes 
over Williams in a total poll of 
180,000 for the two. 


Increase Is New Population. 

The large increase in this year’s 
registration represents, in part, 
new voters, but these have been 
offset to some extent by deaths. 
Chiefly, it represents § increased 
population and greater interest in 
the coming election than in those 
of previous years. The participa- 
tion of women in this election will 
be more general than since 1920, 
when women first voted for Presi- 
dent, and when the novelty of the 
franchise attracted many women 
who afterward lost interest. 


Official compilation of the four- 
day registration figures from the 
663 city precincts will begin late 
today, and may not be completed 
before tomorrow afternoon. The 
clerks’ canvass will be completed 
tomorrow, and postal card notices 
will be mailed to persons who are 
not reported as living where they 
are registered. Those who fail to 
respond and to show that they live 
at the places of registration will 
be stricken from the lists. 

The Election Board today decid- 
ed to increase the number of pre- 
cincts, before election, by divid- 
ing some of those which show the 
largest registration. The largest 
reported. is the Tenth Precinct of 
the Twenty-fourth Ward, with an 
unofficial registration figure of 
i944. This probably will be di- 
vided into three precincts. Where 
precincts are divided, postal card 
notices will be sent to voters who 
are changed to another polling 
place.

ACCUSED TAKEN

District Attorney Questions 
Women Resort Keepers 
on Payment of Protection 
Money.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.— 
Another high police official whose 
bank deposits were declared to be 
out of all proportion to his salary 
was examined yesterday by Dis- 
trict Attorney Monaghan in the 
course of the special grand jury’s 
investigation into police corruption. 

The District Attorney disclosed 
that since March, 1926, the official 
had deposited more than $36,000 
in bank. During that period and 
until January of this year, his an- 
nual salary was $2700. At the be- 
ginning of the year his pay was 
increased $100 annually. 

The police official was before the 
grand jury four hours Wednesday, 
and after the grand jury session 
Monaghan questioned him _ until 
nearly midnight. 

“The District Attorney said he 
was making a separate investiga- 
tion in ‘the official's bank accounts 
and he had called on him for an 
explanation. 

District Attorney Monaghan said 
today that at least four more po- 
lice officials charged with extor- 
tion and bribery would be arrested 
within 24 hours. 

“We are going to make several 
important arrests,” the prosecutor 
said. “It is known that four po- 
lice commanders, who have been 
under examination, ‘are possessors 
of bank accounts far in excess of 
those usually enjoyed by honest 
police officials. 

“I have subpenaed several bank 
accounts. One Captain has three 
and probably four accounts. I am 
curious to know how a policeman 
whose salary was $5.50 a day for 
many years unti) he recently rose 
in rank, accumulates such a large 
series of bank accounts.” 

Monaghan said he had sum- 
moned 20 women to his office to 
be questioned regarding reported 
weekly payments of disorderly 
houses to Police Captains of sev- 
eral districts. One of the Police 
Captains said to be invojved in 
this new tun in the inquiry al- 
ready under $15,000  ~=—ibail 
charged with taking nioney from 
bootleggers for prvutection. 

The first witness called by the 
grand jury was Capt. George Wag- 
ner. He was questioned during the 
morning and afternoon. He is not 
the man who District Attorney 
Monaghan declared had large 
bank deposits to his credit. 

Joe] D. Kerper, so-called “so- 
ciety bootlegger,”’ was sentenced 
today to one year and three 
months in the Federal penitentiary 
at Atlanta and fined $20,000 by 
Judge Williarn H. Kirkpatrick in 
Federal Court. Kerper pleaded 
guilty to 29 counts of illegal pos- 
session and transportation of 
liquor.

Arthur Raymond, alias Frank A. 
Martin, president of the Martin 
Motor Truck Co., when he flied 
from St. Louis on June 6, 1920, aft- 
er borrowing $200,000 within six 
weeks, partly on worthless auto- 
mobile mortgages, was arrested tn 


Kansas City yesterday and is held 
for St. Louis authorities. 

Following his disappearance, it 
was learned that Martin was not 
his real name and that he was 
Raymond, a man who had been 
gought since 1913 under an indict- 
ment for manslaughter, growing 
put of the death of Arthur G. Go- 
dair, a wealthy livestock dealer, 
who was killed when a taxicab 
@riven by Raymond and occupied 
by Godair was struck by a street 
ear. After a four-year absence, 
Raymond had returned to St. 
Louis under the assumed name of 
Martin. 

Spotted on Street by Loser. 

His arrest nm Kansas City was 
brought about by Melville Paul, a 
former automobile dealer at Mex- 
ico, Mo., who lost $500 through 
Martin’s financial operations § in 
19820. Paul was walking down a 
Kansas City street when he recog- 
nized a man standing in a cigar 
store doorway as the missing motor 
truck dealer. He notified police 
and the arrest followed. 

The prisoner at first denied he 
was the man who had disappeared 
twice from St. Louis, but finally ad- 
‘mitted his identity. He said he fled 
to Chicago in 1920 and obtained 
employment as a traveling sales- 
man for a publishing firm, quitting 
last May to take a position as a 
salesman for a Kansas City build- 
ing and loan association. 

“My wife lives in St. Louis and 
I have been there many times since 
1920,” he told police. 

This confirms rumors current at 
various times that Raymond had 
been geen in St. Louis. Some of 
the individuals and firms that lost 
through Raymond's high-pressure 
financial operations seemed reluc- 
tant to prosecute him, and the ru- 
mors were not investigated. 

_ Conference on Prosecution. 

Circuit Attorney Sidener today 
conferred with police and _= said 
prosecution of Raymond would de- 


pend on whether police could find 


necessary witnesses. 


An information for his arrest 
was issued Aug. 30, 1920, on com- 
plaint of the Commonwealth Fi- 
nance Corporation, which had lent 


Raymond $17,000 on motor trucks 


which he said were on the floor 
of his piace of business at 2800 
Pine street, but which the truck 
factory declared never had been 
shipped. 


“Joe Redfern” was the alias as- 


_suméd by Raymond in Kansas City. 


He worked for the National Sav- 
ings, Building & Loan Association. 
and lived at the Rasbach Hotel. 

Raymond, alias Martin, alias 
Redfern, told Kansas City police 
his St. Louis motor truck company 
failed because of manipulations in 
mortgages by a business associate, 
Oliver Frasier, who, he said, fled 
from St. Louis and committed sui- 
cide. Raymond denied he profited 
by the manipulations. 

Frasier was St. Louis agent for 
the Commonwealth Finance Cor- 
poration and, with Raymond, pro- 
moted the defunct Missouri M,< \>r- 
bus Co., to which Raymond sold 
trucks. Following Raymond's dis- 
Sppearance, the Commonwealth 
company sued Frasier for an ac-

distributed bases in various parts 
of the world. In fact, such cruisers 
constitute the largest number of 
fighting ships now existing in the 
world.” : 

The note recalled that at the 
three-power conference last year 
in Geneva, called by President 
Coolidge, the British delegation 
proposed division of cruisers into 
two classes for purposes of limi- 
tation, of those carrving eight-inch 
guns and those carrying six-inch 
guns. The British project. then 
contemplated rigid limitation of 
eight-inch gun ships, but made 
provisions for larger tonnage in 
small cruisers. 

“The limitation proposed bythe 
British delegation on this small 
class of cruisers was so high that 
the American delegation considered 
it in effect no limitation at all,’’ the 
note said. ‘This same proposal is 
now presented in a new and even 
more objectionable form, which still 
limits large cruisers which are suit- 
able to American needs, but frank- 
ly places no limitation whatever on 
cruisers carrying guns of six inches 
or less in caliber. This proposal is 
Obviously incompatible with the 
American position at the’ three- 
Power conference. It is even more 
unacceptable than ths proposal put 
forward by the British delegation at 
that conference, not only because it 
disregards altogether the principle 
of limitation as applied to impor- 
tant combatant types of vessels.”’ 
The note said that much the same 
held true as to the Franco-British 
proposal for submarine limitation 
the American Government being 
unable to accept a distinction 
which would limit under-water 
boats of over 600 tons and leave 
unlimited all below that type. 

“Six-hundred-ton submarines are 
formidable combatant vessels,” the 
note continued. “They carry the 
Same torpedoes as are carried by 
larger submarines and are of equal 
destructive force within the radius 
of their operation. They can also 
be armed with guns of  five-inch 
caliber. 

Would Abolish Submarine. 

“The United States would glad- 
ly, in conjunction with all the na- 
tions of the world, abolish the 
submarine alotgether. If. how» ver, 
submarines are to be continued as 
instruments of naval warfare. it 
is the belief of the American Gov- 
ernment that they should be lim- 
ited to a reasonable tonnage or 
number.” 

The note declared the Amo»rican 
Position that attempts to further 
Hmit construction of war vessels 
“should include al combatant ves- 
sels, submarines as well as surface 
vessels.” It added that the Unitea 
States “has earnestly and consiet- 
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ently advocated real reduction and 
limitation of nava! armament” and 
would be happy to continue fforts 
towards finding acceptable. meth- 
ods. 

“But it cannot consent.” ‘he rote 
continued, “to proposals to leave 
the door wide open to unlimitea 
building of certain types of vhipd 
of a highly efficient combatant 
value and that would impose re.

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ROOT THINKS HOOVER 
ABLER THAN SMITH 


Ex-Secretary of State Says He 
Will Support Former Despite 
His Dry Stand.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Elihu 
Root, former Secretary of State, 
whose encomium of Gov. Smith 
has often been quoted by Demo- 
crats, in a letter to Dr. Hubert 
Work, chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, announced he 
would support Herbert Hoover for 
the presidency. He, however, add- 
ed that he did not agree with the 
Republican candidate’s views on 
prohibition. 
“T think the country will come 
to a more intelligent way,” his let- 
ter read, “of dealing with that 
subject than is contained in the 
present laws, but that will prob- 
ably be a slow process, and in the 
meantime the hard task of carry- 
ing on our free government, with 


all its many difficulties and dan- 


gers, must be performed by us. We 
need the very best man possible to 
be the head of that business. 
“Among all the men available 
for that place I think Mr. Hoover 
far the most competent. His 
clearness of thought; his proved 
depth of human sympathy; his 
quality of complete. devotion to 
whatever task he undertakes; his 
long executive training; his wide 
experience in large affairs; his 
practical knqwiedge of national 
administration; all these make his 
election seem to me an exceptional 
opportunity for the good of the 
country.” 

At the time of the New York State 
Constitutional Convention in 1915, 
Elihu Root said Smith understood 
the business of the State better 
than anyone else and referred to 
him also as “the member whose 
attractive personality has im- 
pressed itself upon every member 
of this convention.”

The American original proposal, it 
added, contemplated a total crviscer 
tonnage limitation of 250.00 to 
300,000 tons for the United States 
and Great Britain, and 150,006 to 
180,000 for Japan, with simi'ar 
rigid reduction of destroyer 
strength and curtaiiment of suhb- 
marines to a basis of 60,000 to 90,- 
000 tons for the United States and 
Great Britain and 36,000 to 54000 
for Japan. At that time, it xa d. 
the Ameican delegation invited any 
power which desired even greater 
reduction in these tonnages_ to 
present its views with the assur- 
ances that they would be welcome 
to the American Government 

In conclusion, the note expressed 
American willingness to continue 
efforts to obtain a basis for fucther 
naval limitation, satisfactory not 
only tq these three powers, brt to 
all naval powers, “including ¢ 1use 
not represented in the three-power 
conference at Geneva.” 

Willing to Make Concessions. 

“The Government of the United 
States is willing to take into con- 
Sideration in any cunference the 
special needs of France, Italy or 
any other naval Power for the par- 
ticular class of vessels deemed by 
them most suitable for their de- 
fense,”’ the note declared. ‘This 
could be accomplished by permit- 
ting any of the Powers to varv the 
percentage of tonrage in classes 
within the total tonnage, a certain 
percentage to be agreed upon. If 
there was an increase in one class 
of vessels, it should be deducted 
from the tonnage to be used in 
other vessels. 

“A proposal along these lincs 
‘made by France and discussed by 
the American and French repre- 
scntatives would be sympathetical- 
ly considered by the United States. 
It expects on the part of others, 
however, similar consideration for 
its Own needs. Unfortunately, the 
Franco-British agreement’ appears 
to fulfill none of these conditions. 
which, to the American Govern- 
ment, seem vital. It leaves unlim- 
ited a very large class of effective 
fighting ships and this Very fact 
would inevitably lead to a recru- 
descence of naval competition dis- 
astrous to national economy.”

it was the better the crowd liked 
it. When he said that he was 
“going to give them the low-down” 
on Republican failure to do any- 
thing for the farmer, they roared 
their approval. There was even 
a greater tumult, if possible, when 
he told how Senator Shipstead, 
among others, had deserted the 
Republican party. 

“Senator Shipstead,’’ said Al, “‘he 
took a walk.” 

The speech was a manifest bid 
for Progressive and independent 
support in the Northwestern states. 
Also, it was another clear effort on 
the candidate’s part to goad his 


Republican opponent into a debate. | 


Smith's New York victories, as 
both. young Theodore Roosevelt 
and Ogden Mills can testify, have 
been due in part to his success in 
getting his opponents into a verbal 
rough-and-tumble. Thus far he 
has not broken down Hoover's si- 
lence. 

Lashes Hoover on Farm Relief. 

He lashed Hoover again last 
night. He said there was a clear 
issue between them on farm relief; 
that he was for the principle of the 
McNary-Haugen bill and Hoover 
was against it, and that Hoover 
had no plan to offer as a substi- 
tute. He said: Hoover was the 
principal adviser of an administra- 
tion that had promised everything 
and done nothing for the farmer. 
The crowd liked the direct attack 
and encouraged him with its cries. 

As he warmed ito his _§ task, 
Smith became mére and more 
dramatic. He minced his words as 
he read the pledges from the Re- 
publican platform on farm relief 
and waterways. Whenever he 
quoted something, he held up the 
book or document in question, and 
said, ‘“‘Let’s see what this says 
about it.” The crowd never failed 
to respond to his dramatics. It 
went into a perfect ecstacy of de- 
light when, after accusing the Re- 
publican party of long-continued 
neglect of the waterways probiem, 
he held up his hand and declaimed 
solemnly: “While there’s life 
there’s hope.” 

Waterways’ Development. 

Smith reiterated his ‘“‘prescrip- 
tion” for farm relief, declared 
himself for comprehensive devel- 
opment of the inland waterways of 
the country and said there was 10 
issue between him and Hoover on 
the immigration question as both 
were in favor of restrictive meas- 
ures. 

Speaking on the farm problem, 
Gov, Smith called to his support 
Senator Norris, Progressive Repub- 
lican of Nebraska, who has s:id 
that “Men who believe in the 
theory of the McNary-Haugen Dill 
should be satisfied with the Oma- 
ha speech of Gov. Smith.” 

In effect, Gov. Smith said that 
the equalization fee was not the 
only machinery by which the prin- 
ciple of the McNary-Haugen Dill 
could be made operative.

ing the same line of thought as in 


his Omaha speech, he did not 
repudiate the equalization fee, but 
left the way clear for the adoption

He summed up his idea in the 
following reference to Senator 
Norris’ statement: “He (Senator 
Norris). sees and understands thet 
the equalization fee is but one 
method to make effective the’ prin- 
ciple.” 

Smi¢h also supported his 
position by recalling that former 
Gov. Lowden had said ‘that if 
there were any better method of 
surplus contro] than the equaliza- 
tion fee, he (Lowden) would be 
for it.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Nich- 
Olas Longworth, speaker of the 
House of Kepresentatives, in a 
radio address last night, made a 
strong attack on the Democratic 
party’s stand on the tariff. 

He touched only lightly on other 
issues saying in the course of his 
speech that the Democratic tariff 
plank is “a thinly veiled effort to 
delude the voter into the belief 
that the Democratic party had 
abandoned its age-old opposition to 
the protective theory.” 

He declared that the recent 
statement of John J. Raskob, chair- 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee on his party’s tariff 
stand, was a “‘bare-faced misrepre- 
sentation of fact.’’ Such declara- 
tions, he said, “are not worth the 
paper they are written 6n.” 

In discussing the Democratic

“No Republican tariff of itself,” 
he said, “‘ever closed a _ factory, 
mortgaged a. farm, or caused an 
American man or woman to lose 
their jobs. No Democratic tariff 
law ever failed to do all three.” 

He declared that no Democratic 
President ever vetoed a tariff bill. 
Even President Cleveland, he said, 
denounced the Wilson bill, but let 
it become a law without his signa- 
ture. 

Longworth asserted that the 
Democratic cancus in Congress has 
rules which bind its participants 
on questions of principle by a two- 
thirds vote. Members of this cau- 
cus cannot bolt this action, he said. 
and pointed out that two-thirds of 
the Democrats in the present House 
come from. states which have vir- 
tually no manufacturing industries. 

Touching on the religious issue, 
he said: “I pray that the day may 
never come when we in America 
may divide politically into parties 
based upon geographical location, 
race or religion. I have no con- 
viction more profound than that 
no American Citizen is disqualified 
from holding office, whatever his 
religion may be.

Mrs. N. H. Beauregard, curator 
of the Missouri H'‘s.vrical Society, 
today rearranged the society's col- 
lection of photographs of past 
Veiled Prophet queens for inore 
advantageous display on the walls 
of the main staircase of the Jef- 


ferson Memorial. 

In one huge frame of 28 panels 
are shown the photographs of 
every Queen of Love and Beauty 
since 1893, when Miss Hester 
Laughlin received the honor with ° 
the inauguration of the custom, to 
1923. Photographs of the queens 
of 1924, 1925, 1926 and 1927 are 
displayed in individual frames. 

In one smaller frame, Mrs. 
Beauregard has assembled old 
photographs of seven of the c‘ght 
Queens of Beauty who “were 
crowned by the Prophet from 13885 
to 1893, before the present clab- 
orate tradition was establishec. 

Earlier Queens of Function. 

In this exhibit are the photo- 
graphs of Miss Virginia Lee Joy 
(Mrs. James T. Whittaker), 18857 
Miss Louise Scott (the late Mrs. 
James A. Seddon), 1886: Miss 
Louise Gainnie (Mrs. Ralph Jef- 
ferson), 1888; Miss Kate Hill (ire. 
William Kuhn), 1890; Miss July 
Collins (Mrs. Charles Cuming 
Collins), 1891: Miss Ellen Sturgise 
(the late Mrs. Edward Penn'ng- 
ton), 1892, and Miss Florence Lu- 
cas (Mrs. Julius 8S. Boyer), 18953. 

An explanatory bulletin in the 
frame points out that in 1889 a 
Miss Wain of Cleveland, O., was 
honored as Queen of Beauty at 
the Veiled Prophet's ball and that 
no photograph of her is available. 
In 1887, no special partner was 
chosen, as President and Mrs. 
Cleveland were the guests of the 
Veiled Prophet. 

“Prior to 1894 there were no 
crowned queens,” Mra. Beauregard 
explained. “The Veiled Prophet 
chose usually a deoutante from 
among the guests with whom to 
open the ball. She was pro- 
claimed Queen of Beauty. 


“During the first years of the 
| ball, from 1878 to 1884, inclusive, 
ino record seems to have been 
made of the Prophet's partners.” 

Gathers History of Ceremony. 

During the last year Mra. 
Beauregard has assembled a con- 
siderable file of historical data re- 
garding the past years of the 
Veiled Prophet ceremonies. She 
plans eventually to assemble a his- 
tory of the traditional observance. 

“Whea the Veiled Prophet made 
his first visit to St. Louis,” she 
said, “he found a city of horse-cars 
and gas lamps, with 300,000 peo- 
ple. The floats bumped and 
creaked over a mile and a half of 
macadamized and wooden paved 
streets, from Twelfth street to the 
Merchants Exchange, where the 
ball was held immediately after 
the parade. It did not follow the 
car tracks because there were none 
in those days. Flaring oil torches 
with tin reflectors illuminated the 
tableaux or floats, supplemented 
by the continuous use of Roman 
candles. 

“Today the route is pains times 
as long. The floats, with flanged 
wheels, roll smoothly along the 
car tracks, and the current from 


the trolleys lends a brilliant #lum- 
ination.”

GIL DOBIE SAYS 
CORNELL U. HAS 
POOR PROSPECTS 


By the Associated Press. 

ITHACA, -.N.. Y., Sept. (28. 
Gloomy Gil Dobie outglooms him- 
self this year. His 1928 .Cornell 
football team, he says, is the worst 
he ever coached. Yet loyal sup- 
porters of Cornell may gain sone 
slight ray of encouragement from 
the fact that in the same interview 
Dobie declared not even the big 
red machines of the undefeated 
years of 1921, 1922 and 1923 were 
what he calls good football teams. 

No Pfanns or Kaws This Year. 

When you think of Dobie you 


think-.of those teams in the heyday 
of George Pfann and Eddie Kaw, 
yet when asked what outfits were 
the best of his coaching experience 
the long, lean veteran doesn’t even 
mention them. He goes back to 
the days when he was getting fis 
start at the University of Wash- 
ington as a builder of foot%all 
teams which never met defeat in 
the nine years he was there. Spe- 
cifically he names the husky elev- 
ens of 1909 and 1914 as the sta.id- 
outs of the lot, although he Saye 
the quality ran pretty even froin 
year to year. 

“Washington was just a good, 
honest school,” he explains. “We 
got our share of the boys froim 
around the State, some who had 
played football and some who 
hadn't, and once you got the 
tem started it was easy to keep 
the thing going.” 

Dobie’s explanation for what he 
describes as a sorry state of foot- 
ball affairs here is that because 
of high scholarship and entrance 
standards and the widespread 
practice of offering scholarships 
and other inducements to school- 
boy athletes of note, a practice in 
which Cornell does not participate, 
the institution is not even getting 
a fair share of material.

“om over for  yourself,’’ 
said Dobie. “This will help to 
show you how bad it is. Last year 
a boy came out for football who 
weighed about 140 pounds. He 
was made a member of our “All- 
Americas,’’ a squad which consists 
of the candidates who are the last 
word in physical unfitness. Well, 
before the year was out, l had to 
use half a dozen of these players 
on the varsity, including the man I 
mentioned, Bristol.” 


“— Make Them Great.” 

The silver lining for Cornellians 
may be found in Dobie’s surpris- 
ingly low estimate of his greatest 
Cornell teams. Dobie admits that 
Kaw and Pfann developed into 
Stars bet says their supporting 
cast’ was derived from . .anything 
but made-to-order material. 

“T had to use a big slow fellow 
in the backfield with them,” says 
Gil, “who would take all day to 
get across the street. When he 
played his Knees swelled up to 
twice their size and he was deaf in 
both ears—crippled at four points. 
In order to give me four men in 
the backfield 1 had to take one 
man off the end and make a back 
out of him. 

“Well, that crowd got going in 
the Dartmouth game and simply 
ran wild and there was no stop- 
ping them for three years.”

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Text of Governor Smith’s Speech at St. Paul

ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 28. 
OLLOWING is the stenographic 
record of the text of the address 

delivered here last night by Gov.. 
Smith: 


“Mr. Chairman and my fellow! 
citizens: Bear in mind that radio 
time costs money (laughter), and 
while cheering is a hopeful sign 
to the listener in it nevertheless 
‘cuts into the time of the message 
to the people. 

“I propose to speak to you to- 
night on the subject of leadership. 
The President of the United States, 
aside from the constitutional duty 
placed upon him as the chief ex- 
ecutive, according to my view of 
things, ought to be the leader of 
thought of the American people. 
(Applause. ) 

“Were I asked tonight what in 
my opinion was the basic and fun- 
damental trouble in the Repub- 
lican administration in Washing- 
ton during the last seven and a 
half years, I would be compelled 
to say that I believe it to be an 
absolute lack of vigorous leader- 
ship. (Applause.) 

To my way of thinking, it is not 
sufficient for the President of the 
United States to communicate his 
views in writing to the Congress, 
ahd now and then make one or two 
strictly formal speeches: on set 
subject before some select cham- 
ber of commerce or board of trade. 
I conceive it to be his duty to talk 
to the American people and to 
talk to them in the plain, ordinary, 
every day language that everybody 
understands. (Applause.) In oth- 
er words gjve them the “low- 
down.” (Laughter and applause.) 
Let them in on the ground floor, 
so that they will know what is go- 
ing on in Washington. 
Accomplishments in New York. 

“Now, where do I get this no- 
tion? It is not something that 
springs out of the air into my 
mind. It was born there by a 
vast experience. How do you sup- 
pose it would have been possible 
for me to accomplish for the State 
of New York, at the hands of a 
hostile Republican Legislature, the 
reforms in that gévernment that 
were brought about in the last six 
years, unless it was by appealing 
to the people themselves and talk- 
ing to them about their business? 
(Applause. )

“We were for 10 years trying 
to rewrite the medical practice act 
for the State of New York and we 
were never able to do it until the 
question was carried directly to the 
people themselves.

Republican Farm Promiscs. 


“In 1912 he went out and or- 
ganized a nation-wide party that 
best carried in its platform and its 
promises and in its political deciar- 
ations the progressive thought and 
the progressive ideas he had for 
the betterment of his country. 

“I think that you could search 
through legislative history in vain 
to find a more glaring example of 
absolute lack of leadership than 
we find in the handling by = the 
present administration of the farm 
problem. (Applause.) That there 
is a problem is admitted. Just 


look at the Republican platform. 


It just gets a little worse every 
four years. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

“The question first came up in 
1921. Glowing promises in 1924 
and repeated in 1928. And during 
all that period the Republican 
party has been floundering around. 
and the President and his trusted 
adviser on agricultural matters, 
the present Republican candidate, 
have had no solution, and were 
apparently not even able to draw 
a plan. (Loud applause.) And 
every attempted solution that came 
from Congress was turned down, 
although nothing was ever built 
up in its place (applause). 

“Now let us assume for argu- 
ment’s sake that the President 
really believes (and I believes he 
believes) that there is a great di- 
vision of opinion among our peo- 
ple as to what should constitute 
the proper solution of the admitted 
problem. If that be true, what is 
his business? His duty is to talk 
to the American people about it 
(applause). 


Selling Below Cost. 
“The words of the President of 


the United States have great 
weight. Coming from his tips, 
they carry great influence. How 


many people in the United States 
do you think tonight appreciate 
that, as to certain major crops, the 
farmers of this country are com- 
pelled to sell them &t less than 
the cost of production? (Ap- 
plause.) 

“What about the manufacturer, 
the storekeeper and the business 
man? Agricultural depression 
hurts their business just as much 
as it hurts the business of the 
farmer, because if you reduce the 
farmer's purchasing power you in- 
terfere with the business progress 
of all the people that he buys 
from. (Applause). To my mind 
it woula not be very difficult to 
show this to the manufacturer, the 
merchant and the business man. 
Organized labor throughout - the 
United States recognizes it. Or- 
ganized labor has put its stamp of 
approval on the principles  con- 
tained in the farm relief bill. 
Why? Because organized labor 
realizes that when four million 
men are driven from the farms of 
this country they must surge into 
the great cities and come into ac- 
tive competition with the labor al- 
ready there in industrial enter- 
prise. (Applause.) 

“How many people in this coun- 
try are familiar with the number 
of bank and commercial failures 
due entirely or almost entirely to 
agrcultural depression ? What 
would our bankers and our busi- 
ness men throughout the country 
think if that were thoroughly ex- 
plained to them, when they must 
believe that it threatens the whole 
economic structure? How many 
people know that according to our 
own Department of Agriculture at 
Washington it costs the farmer 
from $1 ot $1.72 a bushel to pro- 
duce wheat, and he Its selling it for 
jess than a dollar. (Applause.) All 
of this should be brought back to 
the people. « They should have it 
explained to them that in Canada, 
selling in an unprotected market, 
Canadian wheat brings as much as 
it does in the United States. 


His Farm Relief Prescription. 


“Now, the farmers of this coun- 
try ask no charity. I do not know 
a more independent group of busi- 
ness men in the United States. They 
ask no bounty at the hands of Gov- 
ernment and they ask for no finan- 
cial assistance.- All they ask is 
that they be put upon an economic 
equality with industry. (Applause.) 

“And, incidentally, let me say 
that I copied the words I just used 
from the Republican platform. 
(Laughter and applause.) Because 
that’s just exactly what the. Re- 
publican platform promised they 
would do for them ‘in 1924. 
(Laughter and applause.) 

“In Omaha a week ago iast Tues- 
day night, in order that I might be 
able to place it on the record in 


such a way that there esene be no 
misunderstanding about it, I wrote 
out a prescription.--I spoke about 
the ills of the farmer and I said ! 
thought that everybody had taken 
his pulse and -his blood pressure 
and his temperature, but that no- 
body was prescribing for him. 
(Laughter and applause.) 

“As I read the McNary-Haugen 
bill, its fundamental purpose is to 
establish an effective control of the 
sale of exportable surplus with the 
cost imposed upon the commodity 
benefited. 
Democratic platform squarely 
Stands, and ‘for that principle I 
squarely stand. (Applause.) Mr. 
Hoover stands squarely opposed to 
the principle by which the farmer 
could get the benefit of the tariff. 
What remains of the McNary- 
Haugen bill is a mere matter of 
method, and I do not limit myself 
to the exact mechanics and meth- 
ods embodied in that bill. 

Reaffirms Position. 

“Here is a clean-cut issue which 
the farmers and the voters of this 
country must decide. It remains 
but to work out the details by 
which this principle shall be put 
into effect, and I have pledged my- 
self to name a non-partisar’ com- 
mission of farm leaders and stu- 
dents of the problem to work out 
those details. 
appointment, if I am elected, not’ 
when I take the oath of office as 
President, but immediately after 
election, and’I pledge to the farm- 
ers and to the people of this coun- 
try that no stone will be left un- 
turned to give immediate and ade- 
quate farm relief, by legislation 
carrying into practice this definite 
principle for which my party and I 
stand. (Applause.) 

“Well, the campaign is-not a 
knitting. party, it is a debate, and 
you have got to debate with some- 
body. (Laughter and‘ applause). 
Consequently, I will take up Dr. 
Work, chairman of the Republican 
National Committee. (Laughter 
and applause). 

“I am in no position to say 
whether Dr. Work. speaks for him- 
self, for the National Committee, or 
for the Republican candidate. But 
commenting upon my speech, this 
subject, part 6f which I just read 
to you, this is what the doctor 
said: 

““*He enunciated a principle 
which he says*he finds in the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill, but which is not 
the principle over which the battle 
has been fought for the last four 
years.” (Laughter). 

Replies to Work and Jardine. 

‘“‘What’s the matter with the doc- 
tor? I'll tell you. The doctor is 
unable to distinguish between the 
principle and the machinery for 
making the principle operate (Ap- 
Plause). He has tried to put two 
principles into one thing. (Ap- 
plause). 

“Well, another hisctieniietin or 
speechmaker is the Republican 
Secretary of Agriculture, Secretary 
Jardine. Wait until I tell you 
what he Says. (Laughter). He 
was talking in Riverhead, in Suf- 
folk County, in my own State of 
New York, and he said: 

“*Your Governor is in the West 
to solve the wheat problem, and I] 
hope he’ll do it.” (Applause). 

“Now I was going to venture 
this suggestion. In as much as the 
Secretary was in my own home 
state, he ought to have been mag- 
nanimous enough to say that he 
hopes the people of the country 
will give me the chance to do it. 
(Prolonged applause). 

“But the very next sentence of 
this speech indicates that he does 
not belong to my party, because he 
says: ‘I have been trying to do 
it for seven years,’ (Laughter and 
applause). 

“He says, ‘I have not entirely 
succeeded.’ I do not know why 
he uses the word ‘entirely,’ because 
I see no measure of success at all. 
The next part of his speech is the 
gem. He says: ‘Yet, in spite of 
that, for several years we've man- 
aged to get you a pretty good 
price for wheat and potatoes.’ 

(Laughter). 
“Moran and Mack Stuff.” 

“A good price for wheat, the Sec- 
retary, to my way of thinking, is 
doing’ a litth Moran and Mack 
stuff. A good price for wheat— 
a price less than the cost of pro- 
duction. 

“He then said: ‘If you will cut 
down the acreage of potatoes, then 
I can help you get together and 
plant less and get a better price.’ 
(Laughter). 

“‘Always keep in mind the de- 


mand. The wheat crop is having 
the same _ trouble—too many 
acres.’ Well, the Secretary at least 


agrees with the Republican candi- 
date in the matter of cutting down 
the number of acres. He once 
said that that was the solution of 
the problem. But he had a still 
better one: ‘Drive the price down 
so low that production will be un- 
profitable.’ 

“If that means anything, accord- 
ing to my understanding of every- 
day talk, it means, ‘just beat them. 
into the earth and when there are 
just enough left, if they have good 
strong constitutions, and can 
stand up under it, they may get 
something out of it.” (Laughter.)

BRIDE FIRST MADE 
NOBLE BY ADOPTION 


Colorful Ceremony Begins 
at Sanctuary of Sun God- 
dess, “‘Place of Awe,” 
Imperial Palace. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Sept. 28.—Yashukito, 
Prince Chichibu, 26-year-old heir 
presumptive ‘to the throne of 


Japan, and Miss Setsuko Matsu- 
daira, 19-year-old daughter of 
Japan’s former Ambassador to 


Washington, were married today. 
For the first time since the es-. 
tablishment of a hereditary nobil- 
ity, a Prince of the blood went 
outside the nobisty to select his 
wife. He made the selection un- 
der romantic- circumstances, when 
visiting the Japanese embassy in 
Washington in January, 1927. 

The wedding ceremony began at 
9 o’clock this morning when the 
Prince and his bride entered the 
outer ‘sanctuary before the Kashi- 
kodokoro, “The Place of Awe,” in 
the imperial palace, where the 
spirit of the Sun goddess is wor- 
shipped as the maternal ancestor 
of the imperial house. 

Before Sacred Metal Mirror. 

To'the strains of flute music the 
doors of the sanctuary were opened 
disclosing the sacred metal mirror, 
one of the three imperial treasures, 
symbol of the spirit of the Sun 
goddess. There Prince Chichibu 
made a formal report of the mar- 
riage to the goddess and the other 
deities of the pantheon of which 
she is the central figure. Then a 
‘master of ceremonies handed the 
ceremonial cup of sake or rice wine 
to the Prince and his bride in turn. 
The actual wedding ceremony was 
completed whén they drank it. 

Under court ritual only a few 
Princes and Princesses, court ritv- 
alists and officials were eligible to 
witness the ceremony. Setsuko’s 
parents, Tsuneo Matsudaira and his 
wife, however, had imperial per- 
mission and attended. No foreign- 
ers were present. 

Further ceremonies were then 
held in the Koreiden and Shiden 
sancturaries within the palace to 
announce the union to the imperia] 
ancestors. 

School Girls Line Streets. 

The pair teft the imperial pal- 
ace together at 10:30 o'clock in a 
horsedrawn closed carriage still 
wearing their ancient ceremonial 
robes. The Princess’ outer kimono 
was a brilliant Nile green. A gold 
half crown surmounted an elabor- 
ate coiffure of the medieval court. 

Crowds lining the streets were 
composed mostly of school girls. 
The only escort was a platoon of 
cavalry. The newlyweds. were 
driven to the Prince's Omote- 
Machi mansion, a dwelling of «cci- 
dental style near the imperial pal- 
ace, which is to be their residence. 

The wedding day was brought to 
a climax tonight by a lantern pro- 
cession which gave the Tokio pop- 
ulation an opportunity to express 
congratulations to the newly wea- 
ded pair. 

It was estimated that 60,000 per- 
sons took part in the procession 
and that countless others looked 
on as the lantern bearers wound 
their way through four miles of 
the principal] streets of the cap- 
ital. 

The marchers massed in front of 
the new mansion of Prince Chi- 
chibu and roared ‘banzais” for him 
and his bride. Then they pro- 
ceeded the short distance to the 
imperial palace where the shouts 
were repeated in honor of the 
reigning family. 

The Prince and Princess were 
fermally received in audience by 
the Emperor and Empress, and the 
\_Dowager Empress this afternoon. 
To Make Tour of Ancesters’ Tombs 

The foreign diplomatic corps 
had no share in today’s ceremonies. 
The various Ambassadors and Min- 
isters and their wives will take 
part in the later festivities to cele- 
brate the nuptials, probably as 
guests at a state banquet to be 
given by the Emperor at his 
Akasaka palace.

Hoover . Still Leads in “Maga- 
zine’s Straw Vote by 198,- 
200 to 92,800. 


Hoover again leads Smith in‘ the 
second week’s returns from 12 
states in the Literary Digest's na- 
tion-wide presidential straw vote, 
for which 19,000,000 ballots are to 
be sent out before its conclusion. 

In 1924 the Literary Digest sent 
out about 16,000,000 ballots, of 


totai popular vote in the 1924 elec- 
tion was 29,080,446, so that the 
Digest’s poll represented 8 per cent 
of the vote actually cast. With the 
increased number of ballots sent 


out this year, a poll of 3,000,000 or 
more may be expected. 

This week’s report covers 294,- 
247 of the votes received. Of these, 
Smith has 92,855, or 31 per cent, 
and Hoover has 198,292, or 67 per 
cent. The 2 per cent remainder 1s 
distributed among the three minor 
candidates. 


G. O. P. Trend to Smith. 


A significant feature of the pol 
is that more than half of Smith's 
votes to date have come from for- 
mer Republican voters while Hoov- 
er has gained only about 12 per 
cent of his strength from erstwhile 
Democrats, according to an analysis 
of “how the same voters voted in 
1924.” 

No returns are scheduled as hav- 
ing been receive. yet from any 
of the states in the “Solid South.” 
Maryland shows 11,666 votes for 
Hoover as against 7396 for Smith. 
The Demecratic strength in this 
1928 poll is twice that ofthe 1924 
poll at the same relative time ana 
with comparative returns, the Lit- 
erary Digest poin‘s out. Coolidge 
was then leading Davis by a margin 
of more than 4 to 1, it is saia.

} While Hoover is leading Smith 
State of New York, it is indicated 
that these votes are only a fraction 
of the total to be received and 4n- 
clude as yet none from New York 
City. 
Where Smith Gets Ballots. 

“Several details combine to 
temper the strongly Republican 
| suggestion of this early vote,” the 
magazine states. “Perhaps the 
most significant is that Gov. Smith 
seems to be drawing more than 
half of his total vote from sources 
which were Republican in 1924, for 
in hie total of 92,855, it will be 
noted, 33,817 Republicans as of 
1924 are represented as againat 
only 35.054 Democrats. Nor § is 
this gurprising drift of Republi- 
cans counterbalanced by the Demo- 
cratic drift to the Republican can- 
didate. 

“An important factor in the [first 
scattering vote from New York 
State, shown as 30,814 for Hoover 
to 12,822 for Smith, is the fact that 
the ballots thus far tabulated come 
entirely from districts outside of 
New York ‘City.

Mrs, Sarah Benton Brant Jones, 
wife of Breckinridge Jones, chair- 
man Of the board of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co., died early today 
at St. Lukes Hospital, where her 
husband has been seriously ill for 
several weeks. She was 63 years 
old. Death was the result of com- 
plications caused by diabetic con- 
ditions. 

Mrs. Jones was the daughter of

There are many things that you 
might do to make lunches interest- 
ing for your children aside from 
supplying different kinds of sand- 
wiches, 

In the first place, I would advise 
the purchase of a smal] thermos 
bottle unless there is the facility 
for getting milk or some hot dish 
at the school. 

A lunch box that is easy to carry 
that will hold the thermos jar, 
sandwiches and a small glass jar 
or cardboard carton of dessert or 
salad, is almost a necessity. 

One of the little glass jars with 
the screw top, or the individual 
cartons ‘that are used for jelly. 
peanut butter, mayonnaise, etc., are 
in some cases even better because 
they are light and easy to carry 
These may be filled with tapioca 
pudding, with gelatin dess@rts, 
creamy rice pudding, chocolate 
blanc mange or any of the similar 
simple desserts. 

For sandwich fillings the follow- 
ing are suggested: 1. White bread 
‘spread lightly with butter, then

|a layer of small seedless raisins. If 
time permits, for variety the rais- 
ins may be soaked in orange juice. 
2. White or whole wheat bread, 
spread first with butter, then with 
a generous layer of cream or cot- 
tage cheese mixed with chopped 
dried peaches or apricots and if 
necessary moistened with a little 
cream. 3. Nut bread, spread with 
cream cheese and a generous layer 
of orange marmalade. 4. Finely

utes, 

Meanwhile, mix and sift one-half 
cup of flour with three teaspoons 
of baking powder, one-half tea- 
spoon of salt and two tablespoons 
of sugar. Rub in one-third cup of 
shortening and when thoroughly 
blended. add one well beaten egg 
and enough milk to make a very 
thick batter. 

Spread this over the peaches in 
the saucepan, place in a hot oven 
and hake for 35 minutes: or cover 


| generously with peanut butter and |

In either case, when done, turn 
upside down on a deep platter and 
serve hot with cream sauce made 
from the following recipe.
